I recently acquired, or in fact had thrust upon me, a Centimeg converter -- a 
rarish piece of early microwave gear, although perhaps not so rare as the 
companion TX. These devices reproduced the 432 band, which I think started 
at 420 then, at some lower frequency. In vacuum tube antiquity the 14-18 MC 
IF was prefered for receive converters, with the 7-11 and 10-14 distant 
seconds. A represenative ad is in QST for May, 1958 at page 192. 


This thing has a xtal marked 45.000MC, showiing that it converts down 
to...well, I don't know. If I assume the 45MC xatal is in fact a 15, I can 
paper it down to 10MC, but my favorite thesis is that it ment to place the 
popular 432 signals at 27MC --right in the CB band. Since we lost 11M in 
'58, it is easily imaginable that the Centimeg folks, working in say '56, 
planned to use 27-30 as an output to facilitate the then arriving ham bands 
only RXs as well as the then popular general coverage numbers. Back in the 
cheap seats, everyone had a converter for 10/11 and by using it, too, you 
could even hear 432 on a command set. 


My conusltant, WA5VJB, Kent, the microwave DXer and Dayton antenna speaker 
demurs from my analysis and, from his world of GasFET preamps, is even 
skeptical of a commercial converter working that high in the tailfin age. 
This weekend it goes to a spectrum analyzer, but in the meanwhile, can 
anyone help me bolster (or abandon) my arguments with WA5VJB (whose manacing 
countenence appears on the November, 1993 CQ cover.)?

Recently, I posted this to Glowbugs, where need was a little more 
immediate. Now it's Boatanchors' turn. 

I've done another run of the 1935 Frank Jones/"Radio" booklet, "The 
Radio Amateur Newcomer." This is a cost-reduced version compared to the 
first one I did for Boatanchors a couple years ago--pages are plain paper, 
not cardstock. Covers and insert are cardstock. 

Prices on the press run for the GB gang worked out to $10.00 for 


Priority Mail shipment, $8.50 for Book Rate. Assuming the printer does 
not spring any surprises, I should be able to hold that price or very 
near. (See below--this is deliberately not a profitable venture). 


The booklet is 64pp, spiral bound, with card-stock covers bearing 
photocopies of the original cover art & ads. Topics include 4 pages of 
introduction to amateur radio (general info, the code, cpo construction, 
schematic symbols), 12 pages of simple receivers (regens and the "Super 
Gainer), 15 pages on transmitters (from a 53/6A6 one-tuber to the Jones 
Exciter and a couple of 50W jobs, plus info on antenna coupling), two 
pages of simple power supplies for them, 3.5 pages on building, 
calibrating and using a simple monitor/freqmeter, a page of Q-signals, 3 
pages on a 2.5/5m transceiver, 10 pages of FCC ham regs as of 1 June 1935, 
and 9 pages of interesting adverts counting the back cover. Included with 
this is a single-sheet double-sided ARRL/WU handout, on card-stock, 
covering American and Continental Morse, R-S-T reporting, basic Q-signals, 
and prefixes as of approx '35. 


If you are interested, please sent a short note to me at 
rbarmore@indy.net -- NOT to the BA-list, let's keep book traffic out of 
Jack's hair, please. I'm gathering numbers to figure out how big a 
press-run I can do--this affects price somewhat, as the price is figured 
to fall just short of breaking even: if it doesn't make money, it's not a 
business and that keeps me away from fancy tax forms. :) Can't afford to 
give 'em away, this is next best. 

Overseas/Canadian/etc. orders are welcome. Payment must be in US 
funds, cheque drawn on a US bank, or equivalent local cash, and I'll pick 
up the difference in shipping costs. 


One reminder, this is the xsame*x booklet I offered to the BA-list in 
the summer of '95, so if you got one then, this'n won't have anything new, 
other than a better job of cleaning up the dark magins, old staple marks 
and various scribbles. 


Sutter book info will follow. Just got started on layout for it, and 
it may take a month or two. (Going to have to figure out how to use the 
computers at my local copy-shop, as they have the same fonts ARRL used for 
covers, headings and body text! All versions of Bodoni, if anyone's 
interested).

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.

The Atlantic in WW2 was ringed with RDF Stations sitting on the U Boat 
reporting frequencies and all equipped with Adcock direction finding 
antennas . The operators copied what they heard and immediately sent that 
along with time , frequency and bearing info to a central collecting point 
where this data was compared and analyzed and an approximate position of the 
transmission determined. Then once a day a report was broadcast giving the 
estimated time and position of the U Boats which had made identifiable 
transmissions. That summary was sent in a miserable British 5 numeral code ( 
apparently that was the only cypher which we all had in common) and involved 
subtracting the each number from another number (without carrying+ in a book 
of numbers then looking up the resulting number in a Code Book. Due to 
garbles instead of a position one often got something like "Admiral 
Commanding Bermuda Force" !! This decoding was very tedious. At one time we 
had a staff of Chiefs in the Caribbean Sea Frontier HQ every night 

subtracting numbers for a couple of hours after the report came in. It was a 
mean job for the Convoy Commodore Communicators. They were not blessed with 
spare Chiefs. 


Incidentally, our first DF station in Puerto Rico was ina tent ona 
relatively public beach because it was specified that the Adcock antenna must 
be set up in a very flat place with no nearby structures to obscure the 
pattern. Though it all was supposed to be very secret, operators reported 
that the little Puertan Rican kids used to come by and say ‘you listen for 
submarines". 


The system really worked very well aided as it was by the fact that the U 
Boats never changed frequency in those early days. Doenitz's communicators 
evidentally felt that the confusion which might result from a frequency 
change was worth the risk. Could be. Those positions were not very exact and 
really just gave an idea of where there was actvity. This system is not at 


all related to Huff Duff. That was a ship board system which did not come in 
until much later

This is mostly for Mr. Ware, but others may enjoy it: 
The RAO manual I have the lists a quantity produced is for an RAO-7, not 


an RAO-5. It is a blue preliminary book for those RAO-7s made on contract 
NXsr-55614, dated 13 Feb 1945. According to the book, 1073 Receivers were 


contracted, along with 1073 Equipment Spare Parts Sets, 107 Stock Spare 
Parts Sets, 4146 Preliminary Instruction Books (like mine), 4646 Final 
Instruction Books, and 107 Additional Spare Parts (?). 


Note that NXsr-55614 is not the only contract for RAO-7s! The earlier 
contract is NXsr-38306. According to NavShips 900177 (basically an index 
of field changes), the Navy _continued_ serial numbers thru sucessive 
contracts, as long as the type and/or model numbers did not change, unlike 
the Signal Corps. 


When I am at the office next time, I will see if there were any field 
changes in the RAO and RBH series.

Good evening folks! 
The project continues.... 


Ordered a set of spare tubes from our very own Dexter Francis, 
Don't think I need any, but wanted some spares around. 
Old style tubes in the poor thing, type 42 for audio output! 


Removed the cover plates from both sides of all eight coil sets 
today. Plastic was xshot* big time! Hard, opaque, and brittle. 

Got a minor nasty surprise, the cal curves on the left side and 

the station logging forms on the right side were all xglued* on. :-( 
<sigh> Careful cleaning of both and I left them there. I had planned 
to remove them, copy the cal curves and log forms onto new paper 

and use those. Still don't look bad, but.... 


Bought a box of extra heavy plastic binder inserts at the local 
office supply store, (guaranteed not to discolor or damage your 
originals... says so right on the box, anyway) Then used an 

exacto knife to cut out new clear covers for all coil sets... 
Cleaned the coil sets as best as can be without painting them, 
then put them back together. Polished the name plate in the center 
of each with a scotch-brite pad, used a tiny fiberglass brush 


tool to clean the tarnish off all the coil contacts, etc. 
Coil sets ready to go now.... 


Main radio could use some paint touch up, that's planned soon. 

Did an IF alinement against the crystal filter, and tweaked the 
IF chain into shape a while ago. Golly did this poor old thing 

come alive.... Peaked nicely at 456.23 KHz... 


Debating a re-cap job with myself right now. all the caps are the 
old wax-paper types, but it seems to work well anyway. 
If I recap it, I'll go through the resistors also while I'm at it. 


I'm getting a nice soft start from the inrush limiter in the 
doghouse power supply. I can see the power come up over about 
2-3 seconds watching the pilot lamp.... 


Radio will go on the bench for sensitivity tests in a day or two... 


then I'll decide if I'm going to re-cap it. 
Current impression, just bandscanning with a six foot piece of 
wire for an antenna, is that it's pretty hot now... 


Tomorrow, all the knobs come off for a good face and knob wash. 
While the knobs are off, several pots get a dose of de-oxit, 
S-meter gets set up properly, etc. etc.
